"The actor or aetr<‘s- w lio happt^iis 
to be lirsi on t he list, t Ik* nn'inber who 
has to sav the lirst 
ha- a hard 
time of it," said a man who lak«\- a 
great interest in theatrical-, and who 
appears ot'casionally ix-hiinl the foot­ 
lights. to a writi'r i'or t In- \ cw () rh*ans 
Times-Deinocrat, “ and to many men[ 
and women it is a piTfei-t nightmare. 
Of course, there i^ a good reason for 
this. In the iirst jilaee, the lir.-t lines 
are perfectly without any sort of 
meaning, so far as the audieiu'< 
is 
concerned. 
Even if the play h a fa­ 
miliar one, and if tin* auditors ha\e 
seen it often before, tin* minor parts 
are not remembered, and they have 
no sort of synijiaihv with the fellow 
who is forced to st art t he t hinggoing. 
There is another thing in tliisconnec-, 
tion which must not be overlooked. ' 
As a rule, the audi(*nce ha- mu set­ 
tled down well when thecurtain goes 
up at the bt*ginning of the iir>t act.

show, and so there you are.”

IRRIGATION IN IDAHO. 


Effo rts to Make Useful a Riv er That 
Flo ws Under Gro und. 
Prof. Edward Mead, expert 
in 
charge of irrigation investigation for 
tiie deparlnientoi agriculture, writes 
(‘iK'oiftagiug letters to State Engineer 
iioss regarding the future of irriga- 
I tion work in Idaho, says the Boise 
I (idaho) Statesman. Mr. Boss is a per­ 
sonal Iriend of Prof. Meades, and the 
Wasliington expert is kindly disposed 
toward Jdalio and its great future as 
an irrigation slate. 
Brof. Mead has 
so expressed himself i»numerous let­ 
ters. 
Prof. J. 1) . Stannard, one of 
Prof. Meades most accomplished as­ 
sistants, is now working under the di­ 
rection of State Engineer Ross in the 
B ig Lost river valley. 
The name of "‘Big Lost River Val- 
ley’" does not sound as though there 
would be much water to irrigate with, 
but State Engineer Ross says it is a 
productive country. 
T h e river gets 
lost all right, and it is lost several 
times throughout its cour.'U. 
A t one 
place, for a distance of eight miles, it 
disap]) ears entirely, only to reappear 
again as the impervious strata ap­ 
proach the surface. 
The valley of Big Lost river is long 
and narrow, but tiie soil is of great 
richness. 
It is the object of the pres­ 
ent inquiry to determine upon the 
cost of building a storage reservoir 
that will hold the water of Big J^ost 
river not far from its source. 
T h e 
fact that the river sinks into the sub­ 
strata of gravel will make no diller- 
ence. The engiin ering problem does 
not deal with the temporary disap­ 
pearance of the water, but the hold­ 
ing of it in reserve. It will be allowed 
to run in its natural channel, as the 
loss from percolation or ab.-orption is 
only slight. 
As a inaiter of fact, the 
evaporation is reduced to a niiniiuum 
w’hile the stream is below the sur­ 
face. 


I h e - e problems are now engaging 
the attention of Prof. Stannard in his 
Yvork. 
1 he town of Mackay is in 
the center of the Big J.Obt river irri­ 
gation district, and the jieople of 
that section are wide awake to the 
proposed storage reservoir enterpn-e. i 
They have an 
active 
organization : 
among the irrigators, and have raised i 
money to help along the project. 'Fhe j 
people are students of the 2rreat prob- ’ 
lem, and have encouraged State E n­ 
gineer Ross to aid them in storing 
water.
